The four men killed were understood 
to have been police who fired upon 
one ef the rebel grouns at La Paz as 
they entered the town La Paz was, 
taken by the rebels, but recapiured. 

The revolt at La Paz was reported 
to have been led by the three Kennedy 
brothers, Marjo, Eduardo and Raul, all 
followers of the former president, They 
were believed to have escaped again 
into Uruguay.

FRANCE STATES THE TERMS 

The Government of France has let it 
be understood that it will press at Geneva 
for a broadening of the Locarno pact into 
a general agreement among the powers to 
protect each other against any aggressor. 
On that condition, France may consent to 
a reduction of armament; without this 
added measure of security, it will refuse to 
weaken its defences. To which the corol- 
lary may be added that unless France re- 
duces, its neighbors are not at all likely to 
reduce. 

At least the world is indebted to Paris 
for letting it know in advance the terms 
upon which success can be hoped for at 
the Geneva conference. It is a choice ap- 
parently, of making an all-round agree- 
ment to maintain the map of Europe as it 
Stands, by fighting if that be necessary; 
or of allowing Germany to default and 
drag its créditor nations into the mire 
with it. France will take no chances. If 
it is to “disarm” the world must be its 
guarantor. 


BETTER CAMPS THAN CONCE 
TRATION 

There will be satisfaction among the 
men in the federal camps along the Lake- 
Louise-Jasper highway route and at Elk 
Island Park, at the news that these 
camns are to be kept going. Even if they 
have to be operated on a scale of part time 
emnloyment, to cover the cost of meals 
and beds, that will be preferable to clos- 
ing the camps and returning the men to 
town where there is little work at this 
time of year for the unemployed already 
gathered in these centres. 

To bring the men in from the camps 
would prohably mean that relief would 
have to be given gratis, with no opportun- 
ity for th receiving it to make a return 
by working. There has been plenty of 
proof that the great majority of unem- 
ployed men do not want free meals and 
beds, but only the chance to earn these 
by doing some kind of work. The work 
supply in the cities being limited, the con- 
tinuance of the camps will ¢ le a larger 
number of men to be prvoided for on this 
desirable basis.

Low prices and sluggish demand are 


the factors which brought ebout this un- 
usual condition. By “available” wheat 
is meant wheat that can be shipped during 
the winter months to oversea markets, un- 
der the existing market conditions. With 
prices low and the demand slack, wheat 
must move along the cheapest channel if 
it is to move at all. 

What the statement cited means is 
that there is more wheat within shipping 
range of the Pacific ports than within 
reach of the Atlantic porie, at the present 
price level. The lakes being frozen, 
prairie wheat moving eastward must carry 
the charges of an all-rail haul to the At- 
lantic ports, which apparently is an im- 
possible tax at present selling prices. 

It is in order to note, therefore, that 
unless prices advance, Canada has a 
chance of selling wheat during the next 
four months only because railway facili- 
ties have been created to the Pacific ports 
and because the Panama canal was dug. 
If that route had not been opened, the in- 
ference is that the wheat trade would be 
“dead” for the winter, except for so much 
of the crop as got to Montreal and other 
estern points while the lakes were open, 
1 which can be forwarded at the cost of 
rt rail haul to the Atlantic ports. 

What would be the effect upon busi- 
ness all over Canada if the wheat trade 
were stalled for the winter is too plain to 
be a pleasant subject for contemplation, 
That there will be a continuous outflow of 
wheat and a steady inflow of wheat money 
is due to the opening of the western route, 
and the establishment of freight rates 
which make export a cominercial possi-

Fremier Bennett's New Year's message 
to the people of Canada is conveyed in 
tempered language, The key note is: “We 
40 not need to bolster up our courage by 
Prophecies that offend against; our com- 


mon sense.” The pity is that this was 
not said, and heeded, a year ago. Experi- 
ence in the interval has shown that the 
economic situation does not yield to the 
influence of eptimistic ballyhoo. 

The Premier is evidently no longer un- 
der any misconception as to why the de- 
pression came and what caused it. The 
King Government and its policies are left 
completely out of the picture. Instead: 
“This trouble which beset all nations has 
been preparing for a long time, and when 
it came we found ourselves unready for 
it.’ And: “Swept by the huge surges of 
world depression, Canada has stood firm 
against them.” If this contrasts sharply 
with the platform declarations of June, 
1930, it at least is the language of disil- 
lusionment. It is something to the good 
that the Premier now knows and admits 
the slump to have been world wide and in- 
evitable. 

If there is not much in the way of defi- 
nite promise in the message, it is strong in 
confidence that ‘the worst is over.” And 
that is as far as responsible men are com- 
mitting themselves at the present time. 
The days have gone when it was the 
fashion to assign a single cause to the de- 
pression, and to propound a single cure- 
all for the ills of the world. Cocksureness 
is another surplus commodity that has un- 
dergone deflation. . 

That Canada is fundamentally sound 
is true, and deserves more attention than 
it has been getting. Our material re- 
sources are as great as ever. The indus- 
try, enterprise and courage of our people 
have not failed. By the continued appli- 
cation of these qualities they will take ad- 
vantage of what opportunities the year 
may offer, and there are reasons to think 
that its close will find them enjoying a 
greater measure of prosperity than is now 
their lot.
